Dear Member of the .ELumnae Association: 



I want to address this to each one 

of you personally, although it is not possible to address you by name. 

The information which I have to give you, officially, is of such importance 
to you as an MLumna of Tho Margaret Eaton School, as well us to the School 
itself, that I would be glad of an opportunity to talk it over with each, 
individually. 



Early in Hay, 1941, it was decided 

by the authorities of The University of Toronto to take The Ha rgaret ^aten 
School into che university, merging it with the new Course in Physical and 
Health Education. This now Course was inaugurated in September. 1940, under 
the direction of Dr. E. S. Ryerson, H.D.C.H.. It has now been. made a^sep- 
crate School of the University and grants the degree of Bachelor of Physical 
and health Education* It is open to both men and women, and offers a three- 
year course which is strong in the sciences underlying health and physical 
education. It gives a desirable amount of time to the practice of physical 
education activities. Graduates of this Course will be admitted to the 
Ontario College of Education, he hope and exuect that the Departments of 
Education in other provinces will accept this Course as a prerequisite to 
their own course in Education, for their teachers of health aiid physical 
educ tion, he hove too. that as students continue to come to *oron ' o fox 
their training in physical education, graduates will go out to many positions 
of responsibility in the different provinces of Canada. 

he believe that this new School will 
carry on the high standards and useful traditions which have been treasured 
by The Margaret' Eaton School and will at the same time give to our future 
students that background of university education which the teaching pro- 
fession is requiring more and more, he are finding that a degree is essentiaj 
for many positions which are referred to our office, and 1 relieve '‘a a.- his 
demand will increase in the future . The future student will find many ad- 
vantage s at the University which we have not been able to offer. he ./ill 
work under experts in the scientific field, such as Dr. , a. Peso nd jx . 
g. Blatz. and other men of world spending. She will nave the use of the. 
University library, excellent laboratory facilities, and the Healtn services, 
and will share in the social ano. athletic activities. 

Several of our Staff members will go 

into the University with tho School. Hiss Layton miss Jackson and ^ ...\e 
been given appointments on the new Faculty, and : iss .Taylor, temporarily. 

Mrs, Rayraer and Mrs. alien had already indicated their desiro to retire to 
private life. The building at 415 Yonge Street will be the headquarters of 



the new course for some time to come, probably until after the war is over. 
The students who entered in September, 1940, will continue with the Senior 
curriculum of The Margaret Eaton School, and will graduate in 1/jay with its 
diploma. Those who Lave Senior Matriculation have the opportunity to enter 
the new Course with advanced standing in some courses, but I do not know yet 
whether any of them will decide to make the change. The new students enter- 
ing this year will register for the new Course in the University. 



girls who are satisfactory candidates for this profession to the School of 
Physical and Health Education of the University of Toronto, as you have in 
the past referred them to The Margaret Eaton School.

Our 1st year ha£ shown the value of our 
efforts,- our Theatre Night has already proved that there’s 
life in the old girls yet, - and two students have benefitted 
from their Camp experience. 

This Fall, as you no doubt know, there will not be a 
Semptember Camp and we are faced with the problem of whether 
to withhold the money this year or give it to a student for 
books or some other purpose. The idea behind the Bursary 

for Camp was that $50.00 gave a student a rich experience 

which she would otherwise have had to forgo since Camp is 

not compulsory and other expenses would be more pressing. 

Also, $50.00 covered this entire period for one girl but

the same amennt seemed a rather minor amount toward her books 
or totla fees.. 

0n^ the other hand, if no Bursary is given this year 
are we g&ing to find it as easy (did I say easy? ’ . ) to 
raise more funds next year or will it ld&k like a dead issue. 
As you know, from the first there has been talk of a 
Capital Fund. At the rate we have been going, - and may I 
point out that we’ve been speeding lately in comparison to 
what we've done in the past or may hope to continue to do 
in future, - but even at this rate, the Capital Fund will 
take at least 20 years to be self-supporting, - and at that 
I'm being fairly optimistic. We would all like to think that 



we could have a permanent Bursary in the name of the 
Margaret Eaton School Alumnae but what we have to decide, I t 
think, is, - - is it practical tc try to build up this 

Capital Fund or should we give as we receive, - always 
retaining enou^i to carry us for at least 1 or 2. more years. 

I understand that no mention is made WMW/ in the 
S.r.h.E. Calendar this year of the Alumnae Bursary so we 
are quite free to do as we choose. The point is now - - 

What do we choose?' 

So may I put it this way. Is it your opinion that we 
should withhold the Bursary this year and make it a Camp 
Bursary again in 1S51 - or - should we give a Bursary this 
year to be used at the discretion of the worthy recipient?'
